HXPERT REPORTS SCHOOL 18 
SAFE FOR THREE YHARS 
WITH REPAIRS 


As much interest is being taken 


in the Gleichen school building at pre- 
sent the Call briefly appends th 
ports given by Mr. James 
by to the school board >” 
At the time of the ercetion of this 
school which was about twenty 
years ago, school boards, and othe: 
public bodies, with a view to econ- 
omy when in aranging to erect pub- 
lic buildings, with very few excep- 
tions, never provided basement room 
for anything further than the heat- 
ing apparatus and fuel storage. This 
part of the foundation was invariably 
built from the bottom of the exca- 
vaction for the footing, this being 
the method used in the building oi 
their foundation which had to carry 
an 8 inch brick wall roofed with a 
design which added greatly to the 
weight of the structure. In its fin 
ish it gave no strength to the walls 
to withstand the wind pressure which 
with the settlement of the surfac 
foundation, has caused serious defect: 
to the brick walls which has practi- 
cally reached the danger point. 
Examination discloses that the post 
supporting the girders or bean.s us 
der the ground floor were not orig*» 
ally set on stone or concrete footing. 
and have now rotted and a very pro- 
nounced settlement has developed in 
the ground floor. Some effort has 
been made to repair this defect but 
so far nothing has been done to make 
a solid footing under the posts in the 
basement which is where the trouble 
lies. It may also be noted that ar 
undermining of the foundation at the 
south-west corner has been causec 
owing to children playing in that vi- 
cinity loosening the dirt which has 
been carried away by roof and sur. 
face water, with the result that mois- 
ture gathered around and under the, 
footings of the surface foundatior 
causing the ground to heave durin; 
the freezing and thawing. Practi- 
cally all of the surface foundatior 
shows signs of breaking up and a 
number of bad cracks have developed 
which will hasten further settlement. 
On examining the general construc- 
tion of the roof, we find that through- 
out its general construction no effort 
has been made to tie or brace the 
roof or ceiling joists in order to re- 
move the strain or thrust on the brick 
walls which owing to the fact of their 
not being properly joined has allow- 
ed the building to spread at the plate 
line and while no examination could 
be made as to the tying of the second 
floor joists to the brick walls, from 
the appearance at the north angle of 
the west wall there seems to have 
been a breaking away from the joists. 
From the condition of the founda- 
tions and the action of the roof that 
if prompt steps are not taken this 
building will soon be unfit for usc 
for school purposes and I would re- 
commend the following work to be 
done as soon as possible. 
Lower floor beam to be raised anc 
new concrete footings put under posts 
Ceilings joists on 2nd floor proper- 
ly joined to make a direct tie frow 
wall to wall,

-anediate bracing from the west 
and north of the corner on the left 
of the main entrance by means of a 
timber placed against the brick work 
and properly braced from the ground 
with a better post of sufficient length 
to give to the wall at a point about 
one-foot 6 inches above the second 
floor. 

Temporary support for brick work 
over fire escape from second floor. 

Filling in and tamping around the 
foundation to prevent seepage of wat- 
er under surface foundation. 

This work with what has already 
been done will put the building in 
safe condtions until spring when the 
Board may further strengthen the 
brick work by tying it to the wood- 
work of the second floor and ceil- 
ing when the temporary bracing 
could be moved. 

‘Further with regard to wrecking 
and using the materials salvaged in 
a new building, in my opinion should 
the Board decide to build a new schoo) 
their best course would be to first 
ask for tenders for the purchase and 
-amoval of the building, select a site 
for the new school which would not 
interfere with using the old building 
and secure a favorable price with 
the right to use the building until the 
new school is completed. Secondly 
should the Board see fit to change 
the position of their new building and 
face a different street this biufing 
could be reduced at small cost to a 
one story, two roomed school or re- 
creation rooms for any of the different 
branches being taken up with the 
general school work, ss 

In looking to the future I am of 
the opinion that it would be good bus- 
iness for the Board to give serious 
consideration to acquiring vacant 
property on the south side of these 
grounds and facing south on a differ- 
ent street. This would give entrance 
to the school on a quiet street with 
a considerable lessening of the dan- 
ger to the smaller children from 
vehicular traffic and with the propos- 
ed irrigation works could be made a 
very beautiful entrance. The pre- 
sent building made into a two-room- 
ed school would take care of any fu- 
ture growth wuntil the Board were 
able to erect a high huilding. 

The Board wrote Mr. Hornby for 
further information and from his re- 
ply the following is extracted: 

“Replying to your letter re safety 
of school building for school purposes, 
after the suggested repairs were made 
my view of the matter is that it would 
not be safe for more than three year’a 
use, and to this extent only if a close 
watch was kept on the building for 
any further breaking up of the walle 
and’ foundation. In my opinion your 
chief danger is that portions of the 
wall may give way during a time of 
high wind when a serious accident 
may occur to some of the children. 
Therefore no time should be lost in 
making plans for and the construc 
tion of a new building.”

A New Hope For The World 


The five-power naval conference is in session in London, England, as 
this article is written. It is a momentous gathering, fraught with great 
possibilities for the good of all mankind. Assembled around the conference 
table are leading statesmen of Great Britain, United States, France, Italy 
and Japan, the five greatest naval powers in the world, The British delega- 


tion also includes representatives of the self-governing Dominions and 
India. ° 


The problem confronting these eminent statesmen is to find some bsais 
of agreement whereby a stop can be put to further competitive building of 
ships for warlike purposes, and, if poss'ble, to provide for a substantial 
reduction in the number of ex’sting ships by scrapping some now in com- 
mission and providing that there shall not be replacement of others when 
thoy become old and obsolete. 


So worded, the average man would be inclined to say that it should not | 


be a very difficult matter to reach an agreement, but the problem is by no 
means so simple as it seems to the layman. One ccuntry places greater 
reliance on huge battleships than does another country, others desire many 
fast cruisers of moderate tonnage, others feel their necessities call for 
larger cruisers, some want a great number of submar:nes, while others are 
prepared to outlaw them altogether. Great Britain is ready to abolish both 
submarines and the huge battleships, and rely on cruisers of moderate ton- 
nage. The United States is agreeable to the outlawing of the submarine, but 


still feels the necessity of the big ship. France is opposed to abolishing sub- 
marines. And so it goes. 


And there is something to be said for each contention. Great Britain | 


has colonies and coaling stations, oil and supply depots all over the world. 
The moderately sized cruiser will, therefore, fit into her requirements for 
defence of her great shipp'ng and commerce. But other countries, lacking 
such re-fueling and supply depots, feel the need of larger ships, carrying 
greater quantities of fuel and supplies, so as not to be forced back to home 
ports too frequently. France is convinced that the submarine is her great 
arm of naval defence inasmuch as she cannot hope to compete with Britain 
and the United States in the building and maintenance of large battleships 
and cruisers. 

However, the conference is a hopeful sign of the desire of the nations 
to lessen the burden of armaments and consequently to decrease the possi- 


bility of war. One thing is certain, and that is that the people in all coun: | 


tries are extremely anxious that their leaders should succeed in reaching 
some unanimous conclusions. They are the ones who have to bear the bur- 
den of taxation imposed for these huge armaments; it is their sons who are 
withdrawn from productive employment to man the navies, and undergo in- 
tensive training for possible future slaughter. 

The most hopeful feature of the present conference is that it has been 
preceded by conferences between the nations at which efforts have been 
taade to find common ground, to iron out old differences, to allay old 
fuspicions. The conference may not achieve all that might be hoped for 
ond desired, but if it marks a further advance on the work of the Wash'ng- 
to: Conference of some years ago, much will be gained, and the way be 
paved for further reductions and understandings in another few years. 
Thus step by step will progress be made. 


An indication of this better understanding has already been evidenced | 


by the visit of Hon. Ramsay MacDonald to President Hoover, and: the 
co-operation now existing between the two great English-speaking nations 
in the cause of world peace. Further evidence is supplied by the general 
tenor of editorial comment in the press of the two countries, by speeches 
cf their publ’c men, and articles in magazines and the more influential 
publications, 

An example of this willingness to consider and appreciate the other 
fellow's viewpoint and position, instead of ignoring or misrepresenting 
them, is found in a recent issue of the Philadelphia Evening Bulletin. It 
states some home truths for its United States readers. To quote in part: 

“The salt water, I believe, is freest of all, in peace, within that jurisdic- 
tion—-the British—where it was formerly (in centuries past) least free. 
Brita'n accords the peaceful world, so far as her writs run, complete 
maritime freedom and equality, even within her own ports and coastal 
waters. Her port charges are the same to others as to British. Foreign 
ships may take part in her coastwise trade. 

“Her broad theory is that maritime commerce, under whatever flag it 
may move, holds out some hope of profit to the greatest contemporaneous 
peataring peoples. No other nation is of like mind—not the Italian, not the 
Yrench, not the Japanese, not the American. Our coastwise trade, for 
example, is reserved rigidly for vessels of American registry, .and none 
cther may ply between our home ports and those of our overseas terri- 
tories.” 

Recogniticn of this broad liberty accorded to the shipping of all nations 
by Britain, as contrasted with the narrower policy adhered to by all other 
great raval powers, thus openly presented to the readers of a great United 
{lates paper, is an indication of that better and more cordial feeling to- 
\.ards Britain now so evident in the neighboring republic. It is because such 
letter feclings do exist, and are growing stronger, that hopes for the 
ruceess of the present naval conference are so high.

Where Canada Leeds 


Commissioner Quotes Dominion’s 
Favorable Trade Record 
Canada now leads all nations in 
favorable trade balance per head of 
population, according to a report is- 
sued by C. Price-Green, Commission- 
er of Natural Resources, for the 

Canadian National Railways. 

The report says that Canada’s ex- 
ports amount to $135 per capita, 
which is a third greater than the per 


capita exports of Great Britain, and | 


nearly four times the per cap'ta ex- 
ports of the United States, and that a 
table recently compiled by the United 
States Bureau of Statistics shows 
that, taking a number of vital fac- 
tors such as industr’al production, 
employment, construction contracts, 


car loadings as a basis, the average | 


per cent. increase in economic produc- 


tion in Canada is five times as great | 


as that in the United States. 

Mr. Price-Gireen's report adds that, 
before 1900, ugriculture was the lead- 
ing industry of Canada, with manu- 
facturing two thirds as important. 
Today agriculture maintains a pre- 
mier position, but the difference is 
rapidly decreasing because manufac- 
turing has increased 900 per cent. 
since 1901, while agriculture has in- 
creased only 400 per cent. 


Senate Vacancies 


Liberal Party May Have Majority 
When Vacanices Are Filled 

The party standing in the senate 
presents an interesting situation. For 
the first time since the advent of 
Prem’er Mackenzie King into office 
following the 1921 general election, 
the whole question whether or not 
Liberals will have a majority in the 
red chamber is dependent on the 


| prime minister and his cabinet. 


At the moment, the party standing 
is: Conservatives, 46; Liberals, 44, 
and Progressives, 1. The computation 
of Liberal senators includes Mr, 
Speaker Bostock. 

But, there are five vacancies, two 
in Ontario, and three in Quebec. All 
have been caused by the hand of 
death, with the passing of Senator 
J.D. Reid, and Sir Edward Kemp, both 
Conservatives from Ontario, and Sen- 
ators LaFlamme, Cloran and Boyer, 
three Liberals from Quebec. With 
Senator Bostock occupying the speak- 
er's chair, the government would have 
a majority on any party division by 
making appointments to the five 
vacancies,

A Remarkable Exhibit 


{Edmonton Has Fine Display Of 
Northern Grains and Grasses 
Grown 300 miles north of Edmon- 
|ton, as the crow flies, at the Domin- 
}ion Experimental Farm, at Fort Ver- 
|million, Alberta, on the Peace River, 
{a most remarkable display of grains 
and grasses of last season’s crop are 
on display at the Edmonton Chamber 
of Commerce, 
’ Exhibits include thirteen varieties 
of wheat grown in experimental 
plots; eight of oats, five of barley, two 
of flax and two of rye. The wheat in- 
cludes such well known varieties as 
Garnet, Red Fife, Marquis, etc., and 
the oats include Banner, Leader, Vic- 
tory and two varieties of hull-less 
oats—Laurel and Liberty. 

Twelve of the 13 varieties of wheat 


May 8. Three of the varieties were 
cut August 15; significant that Mar- 
quis, sown eight days later than all 
the other varieties ripened as rapidly 
as two others sown eight days earlier 
—Kitchener and Red Fife. 

All samples are of excellent quality, 
|with strong root growth, sturdy 
jstands and plump, well-filled heads, 
|with heads ripened perfectly.

| Doctors Trying To Kill Own Jobs 
“Preventive” Medicine Is Presenting 
a Real Problem 

Will the doctors of the United 
States and Canada some day be out 
of a job? 

At a recent meeting of the Cana- 
{dian Social Hygiene Council, the 
statement was made by Dr. T. C. 
Routley, secretary of the Canadian 
Medical Association, that in encourag- 
ing periodical health examinations, 
vaccinations and inoculations, the 
| medical profession is actually tending 
to eliminate itself. This point is raised 
{in the current issue of the American 
| Journal of Public Health, an official 
|health publication, which says, in 
| part: 

“From time to time the question is 
raised as to what effect the extensive 
| program of preventive medicine that 
is developing in many parts of the 
country will have on the income of 
| the practising psysicians. 

“The falling death and morbidity 
rates in all parts of the country com- 
pel recognition of the fact that this 
question has other than an academic 
significance. Thinking persons realize 
that the practice of medicine is no 
more a static condition than any 
|other human relationship.” 

“The shrewd horse trader of long 
ago sold his livery stable and bought 
& garage. The physician of the kero- 
sene area obtained a large part of his 
income from the treatment of diph- 
theria and infantile diarrhoea, While 
| preventive medicine has reduced the 
physician’s income from both these 
sources almost to a vanishing point, 
the physician of the gasoline age has 
more practice of a far better kind.” 

It is felt that the physician of the 
future will make most of his money 
not from making people well, but 
from keeping them well, and that 
instead of securing comparatively 
large sums from few people, he will 
secure small sums from many. 

However, whatever may be the fate 
|of the physician, it is firmly believed 
by thinking people that the average 
jlayman will decidedly profit—suffer- 
ing from fewer ailments, and losing | 
less time and earnings thereby. With | 
smallpox conquered, diphtheria and 
typhoid following it, and other dis- 
jeases decreasing as periodic health 
;examination gains popularity, it be- 
gins to look as though the twentieth 
century will yet go down in history as 
the ‘Health Century” of all the ages,

| Rich Coal Deposits Found In Central

Coal deposits in Central British 
Columbia, at Telkwa and Copper |

Has Long Railway Experience 


H. H. Melanson Appointed Assistant 
To Robert L. Burnap, Of Cana- 
dian National System 


H. H. Melanson has been appointed 
assistant traffic vice-president, Cana- 
dian National Railways, with head- 
quarters at Montreal. Announcement 
of the appointment was made in a cir- 
cular issued by R. L. Burnap, vice- 
president in Charge of Traffic, and ap- 
proved by Sir Henry Thornton. The 
appointment is effective immediate- 
ly and the official announcement 
states that Mr. Melanson will have 
charge of such matters, and will per- 
form such duties, as may be assign- 
ed to him from time to time by the 
vice-president. 

H. H. Melanson brings to his new 
executive position long railway ex- 
perience. Descended from Acadians 
who settled at Port Royal in 1660, he 
entered the service of the Internation- 
al Railway, at Moncton, N.B., in 1889, 
being then described as ‘Assistant to 
the Junior Clerk” in the mechanical 
department. Three years later he join- 
ed the passenger department of the 
Intercolonial Railway, and in 1899, 
was promoted to the position of chief 
clerk of that department. After be- 
coming general baggage agent, Mr. 
Melanson was made assistant general 
passenger agent of the Intercolonial 
Railway, in 1909, and he became gen- 
eral passenger agent in 1913. In 1917, 
Mr. Melanson was appointed passen- 
ger traffic manager of the Canadian 
Government Railways, and he was 
made passenger traffic manager of 
of the Canadian National Railways, in 
1918. This position he held until his 
appointment, in 1923, as general pas- 
senger traffic manager of the Cana- 
dian National Railways. 

Mr. Melanson is one of two Cana- 
dians to have held the office of presi- 
dent of the American Association of 
Passenger Officers, which met last 
year at Jasper Park Lodge dur- 
ing the course of a tour through 
Western Canada, the other Canadian 
to have had this honor being Mr. 
George T. Bell, formerly executive as- | 
sistant to the traffic vice-president, 
Canadian ‘National Railways.
